On the lllh Tunc, 1984, at 20.20 hours, Snpdt. of Police, 
Panna informed Siipdt. of Police, Chhatarpur that about 
75 Army misguided person.s, armed with SLRs, Sten Guns 
and LMGs, have left for Chbatai-pur in bus No. URZ 1825, 
Shri G. D. S. Bhadoria, Inspector, Kotwali Chhatarpur, was 
asked by the Supdt. of Police^ Chhatarpur to be at Panna 
Barrier alongwith some force to check and interrogate the 
oncoming deserters from Panna. Though he was a heart 
patient and the DtKtor had advised him complete rest, he 
immediately complied with the orders of the Supdt. of 
Police. This information was also passed on to the Army 
aiuhorities, As the bps reached the barrier, the Deputy 
vSupdt. of Police (H(J), who was given task to trail the 
deserters’ bus at a safe distance, jumped into the vehicle 
and started his task. Shri Bhadoria sensing the importance 
of the work also jumped into the trailing vehicle. Just 
before the Nowgong lovm, where the Army Officers were 
briefed by the DSP (HQ) and when they asked foi help 
from the Police, Shri Bhadoria volunteered himself and 
jump'd into the Army Jongn and stopped, the bus by first 
giving them warning and then firing in rethliation and 
punctured the left front tyre of the bus. In the teeth of 
heavy firing, he jumped from the left side door of the 
vehicle apcl 2nd I/C Major Das Gupta, jumped from the 
right hand side. Both of them took position and fired 
accurate sflorts which injured nine deserters. Due to the com¬ 
bined action of the army and Police, the deserters had to 
smrendcr after a heavy exchange of fire. After the en¬ 
counter was over, on a search in the early morning, the body 
of Inspector Bhadoria was found at the same place in a lying 
position.

4. The Council will meet periodically in .areas in which 
cotton is grown and at important centres of trade and indus¬
